to by them, I want them to be permitted to make such 
selections of exhibits of laces and of other artistic work 
connected with womankind as in their judgment will be fit 
and proper and creditable to working people,who may not be 
able to pay an extravagant price for space in which to 
exhibit. fhe exhibits are to be recommended to your office 
by the President of the Board of Women Managers through

subject; together with the arrangement come to in every 
instance between the Board of Women Managers and the exhib-—- 
itor with regard to the subject matter. _ You will then 
issue a formal permit for the space in accordance with such 
terms and conditions and catalogue the exhibit,if competi- 


tive,that is to say if it is one made by a producer or 


- manufacturer. If,on the other hand, certain of the 


exhibits therein are,as I believe they will be, shown 
merely to stimulate interest and encourage effort on the 
part of artisans in lace work or other similar work, such 
exhibits might be considered with propriety educational, and 
it is therefore not necessary to say that no space charge 
should be made therefor. | 

I want to leave the question of extent and character 
of such exhibits as this to the Women's Board and merely 
adding that the greatest care should be taken to see that 
such exhibits are*of the highest intrinsic merit and 
really educational. Further such exhibits cannot be 
accepted as exhibits for competition. 


The design for cases and wall treatment in the room 


| I think should be treated as a whole and separately from 


| anything outside,and I should like to have you arrange in 
| some way for lighting the room,either through some 


exhibitor or by taking it up with the Department of Works. 


It is desirous and necessary that the Board of Women 
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Managers shall clearly set out and outline exactly what 


they wish to do on the walls of the room and on the ceiling, 


Let them arrange all of these things,furnish their plans, 
and have it decided definitely what they want to do in the 
room,how many educational exhibits such as that referred to 
above they wish to take care of,and then have the matter 
formally confirmed by you,so that the records of our office 
may in all instances show exactly what they have done. i 
do not want this room to become a cheap gathering together 
of things merely produced by womankind. I want the room 
to be distinctly creditable to the Exposition on account of 
the things that are in it,and if the Board of Women 
Managers feel that this latter aim cannot be attained it 


would be best to go as far as possible and then leave the 


rest of the matter to be taken up by you with something 


else,but I would make no exhibit of men's work in the room 


except as a last resort,and only then after you have consul 
6d me in the premises.

The Director General of the Pan-American Exposi- 
tion has requested me to communicate with you relative to 
the proposed exhibit of arts and crafts arranged by the 
National Art Club in the Court of th®:Manufactures Building. 


The Committee on Applied Arts of the Board of Women 
Managers is planning for a collective exhibit of Applied Arts 
which will occupy a desirable section of the Manufactures 
Building. The Director General is anxious that there should 
be no duplication of effort or lack of coherence in the ex- 
hibits arranged for by your club and by the Applied arts 
committee ,and I therefore beg to take up the matter with you, 
and see if we cannot reach a satisfactory conclusion, securing 
an adequate display both for your Club and for the Applied 
Arts committee, without one exhibit in any way interfering 
with or duplicating the other. 

As I understand from the Director General, you 
have space assigned you in the Court of the Manufactures 
Building in which to make a representative arts and crafts 


exhibit ,embodying not only the work of the members of your 


own Club but of associations banded together for a similar 


purpose. The exhibit is,I understand,to be educational 
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in its nature and the Applied Arts committee has no desire 


to have its exhibit in any way conflict with that arranged 


for by you. 


We have a mumber of applications on file for space 
in the collective exhibit,inoluding lace,embroidery, pottery, 
china painting,rug weaving,leather work,etc. In some ~ 
instances we have found that those wishing to make worthy 
exhibits are unable to meet the cost,am it may be possible 
that occasionally we will have to grant free space,although 
in the majority of cases,we expect to charge. 

The plan of the Applied Arts committee has been to 

furnish cases and attendants,and the exhibits placed in 
its section will be open to competition for award,with the 
exception of those granted free space,should it be deemed 
best to make this latter concession. Gan you give me 
definite information regarding your own plans for an arts 
and crafts exhibit so that we may be able to bring about 
either a combination of interests or to prevent duplication ? 
I enclose a circular letter issued some time ago by the Appli 
Arts conmittee,which will give you an outline of its plan, 

In the section reserved for you is woman's work to 


be admitted ? If so,on what conditions ? Is any charge to 


| be made for the placing of exhibits in your section,or is 


everything to be free ? Who is to bear the expense of 


| your exhibit ? I understand from the Director General 


| that free space has been assigned you,but there must be 
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ineidental expenses to be met by some one. Is this done 


by the exhibitor,or by your Club, or by whom ? Do the 
exhibitors pay the cost of transportation and installation 
at the Exposition, and also the return charges ? Are any 
of the exhibits eligible to competition ? Are any 
offered for sale,-that is,to be delivered at the close of 
the Exposition ? Are orders for duplicates taken ? 
While I greatly dislike taxing you with so many questions 

I would like a comprehensive statement from you,so that 

the matter may be taken up by the Applied Arts committee and 
prevent, as I before stated,any confliet of exhibits. It 
will obviously be an error to have two exhibits of arts and. 
erafts in the Manufactures Building,but it is possible that 
some applications for space received by you might be turned 
over to us,and,on the other hand,some that we do not feel 
justified in accepting might find a place with you. J 
feel sure that by co-operation we May succeed in making one 
or the other of" these axhibits a great success,or,should it 


be deemed necessary,the Applied Arts committee might modify 


its plans to prevent any infringement upon yours.
